In the years following the establishment of the new Russian monetary system by Peter the Great in 1700, 
the Treasury was in constant search for better designs and optimal usage. The main experimentation area 
revolved around copper coinage especially as the Rouble to pood ratio was in flux. Under Catherine I, 
this scenario continued, and the design of the two patterns here is an adaption of her husband’s 
Kopeck of 1724. Catherine’s Copper experiments also included a Gritvennik, Grosh, 2 Kopecks, 
Polushka and plate money in six denominations. But neither they nor the 1726 Kopeck were ever 


adopted. 


In the years following the establishment of the new Russian monetary system by Peter the Great in 1700, 
the Treasury was in constant search for better designs and optimal usage. The main experimentation area 
revolved around copper coinage especially as the Rouble to pood ratio was in flux. Under Catherine I, 
this scenario continued, and ake design of the two patterns here is an adaption of her husband’s IKopeck 
of 1724. Catherine’s Copper experiments also included a Grivennik, Grosh, 2 Kopecks, Polushka and 
plate money in six denominations. But neither they nor the 1726 Kopeck were ever adopted. 


The 1726 Kopeck Pattern was prepared in two types. In the principal references, they are referred to as 
‘Brim on hat and ‘No Brim’ on hat. More accurately, on both types, the hat has a brim — one is narrow 
and rounded, the other is broad and triangular (see lot below). On the narrow brim type (the piece 
above), the rider’s head breaks the circle, which it doesn’t do on the broad brim type. As Uzdenikov 
points out, this unadopted Kopeck Pattern of 1726 is Excessively Rare. (Brekke undervalued these 
Patterns as he was fortunate enough to possess a piece in his private collection). 


Of the two recorded obverse die types, as noted by James F. Elmen in his May 1993 sale of the Brekke 
Collection, the coin listed above with the narrow brim and rider’s head breaking the circle is found only 
in the collections of General Schubert (holed) and Count Tolstoy. The ex-Brekke example offered here ts 
the first and only recorded specimen in the West and likely the only one in private hands. 


This is the first time both types have been offered together 1n a public sale (and only the second time that 
each one has been publically offered), and the fortunate numismatist is offered a unique, once-in-a 
lifetime opportunity of adding one or both of these extraordinarily rare pieces to their collection.

The renowned ‘Hedlinger Rouble’ is so named after the great Swiss-born medallist J ohann Carl H. edlinger. Both Peter 
the Great and later Anna loannovna were much impressed by Hedlinger and repeatedly tried to lure lum away. from his 
post as chief medallist at the Stockholm mint to work in Russia. Finally, in 1735 , with the help of the Swedish Ring, 
Alnna succeeded in bringing him to Russia for two years. From 1736-1737, H edlinger worked at the Temporagy Mint 
in the Palace of Prince Nicholas Proxorovsky in St. Petersburg. There he designed, cut the dies and supervised the 
striking of the 1736 Rouble. As the mint had not been fully equipped, it was lacking the tool to apply regular edging 
to the coins. Thus a locally improvised implement was used which produced the “Proxorovsky edge pecular ue the 
Hedlinger Roubles that collectors today so prize. According to the Mint report, only 2,671 such Roubles were struck.

This enigmatic Pattern Rouble stands out as one of the greatest rarities of Russian numismatics. The 
portrait is unsigned. Who was the engraver? We as yet do not know. One of the finest Russian 
collections, that of Grand Duke Georgit Mikhailovich lacked an example, and the Grand Duke himself 
knew of only two specimens. One in the Hermitage, the other in a private collection. In the Renaissance 
Sale of August 2000, an example was publically auctioned. The specimen offered here, a better example 
than the other two, brings the count up to three extant pieces. It is, though, unsure as to whether the 


piece offered in the Renaissance Sale or the piece offered here is the ‘private collection specimen’ 
referred to by Grand Duke Mikhailovich. 


A grand and perceptive patron of the arts and of sciences with a refined sense of style and taste, 
Catherine IT made the Russian court equal to any in Europe. This atmosphere spilled over into the 
medallic arts, which saw a flurry of activity and creativity. Master German engravers came to work side by 
side with Timofey Ivanov and his contemporary Samoil Yudin at the St. Petersburg mint. Ivanov would 
produce four successive and distinct portraits of Catherine on the Ruble, the bread and butter production 
of the St. Petersburg mint. Among these four busts types — 1762, 1766, 1777 and 1783, one can see a 
number of subtle refinements and adjustments. Improvements and changes were ongoing to satisfy mint 
specifications, political needs and, of course, the favor, vanity and approval of the Empress. 


In 1766, it was decided that a new medallic portrait of Catherine was required. One can speculate on 
what fueled this need. The first bust type, 1762-1765, shows a youthful Catherine, her eyes bright, a smile 
forming on her lips, who seems to be leaning forward a bit, her shoulders somewhat bunched, like an 


eager young debutante, if you will, at her cotillion ball. Not unflattering, but perhaps not mature or 
serious enough for the Empress and Autocrat of all Russia. 


A new Rouble depiction was wanted which spurred the creation of the pattern offered here. Clearly 
officially commissioned -- as indicated by the Pattern’s mintmark and the master’s initials, the unknown 
engraver would have been given one or more official portraits of Catherine to use as a model. The bust 
most resembles the 1763 painting of Catherine by Fyodor Rokotov and it may well be that this work 
served as the engraver’s principal basis. The painting shows Catherine facing left, thus could be directly 


copied to produce a right-facing coin bust without the use of a mirror as the engraved die is the reverse 
of the struck image. 
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Overall, the bust produced for the Pattern seems mote realistic than the Ivanov bust for 1766 which 
would be the approved type. The nose and the chin, though, appear to be a, perhaps, deliberate departure 
from the portraiture of the period. On official paintings of the time, Catherine is shown with a slightly 
fleshy nose, while here the engraver has rendered it rather pert and linear, Catherine’s chin, meanwhile. 
does not curve on the pattern bust, but rather slopes straight down. 


Catherine may have viewed the effect as a little severe and dismissed the design, or the pattern may have 
been immediately rejected at the mint. For whatever reason, the design was not approved and today we 
are left with but three of these thought-provoking pattern pieces.
